That excess of magnesium had di- 
verted from our shores a golden stream 
of Argentine pesos that might other- 
wise have flowed our way; The con- 
crete auallyzed was some which had 
beeii mixed according to the Argentine 
standard. 
The Argentine concrete 
standard had been prescribed for that 
government by a Belgian engineer. He 
was a thoroughly patriotic Belgian. In 
his formula for concrete to be used 
thenceforth by the Argentine govern- 
ment he prescribed oement with just 
a little extra magnesium in it—in 
short, just such sement as . could be 
supplied only by Belgian cement man- 
ufacturers. 


American producers were effectually 
shut off from bidding on the great Ar- 
gentine contracts because 
of this ex- 
cess of magnesium in the standard. 
Finally they got tired 
of seeing so 
much good business going in the wrong 
direction. They induced the Argentine 
government;, to send a sample of its 
concrete to Dr. Stratton. 


Dr. Stratton reported to Argentina 
his analysis, calling attention to the 
magnesium excess. He said .this- did 
not particularly improve the concrete. 
He said that no cement of-the eastern 
United States could meet this mag- 
nesium specification. He said that not 
a trowelful of concrete used In build- 
ing the great^ locks, at Panama could

There were three sessions of today's 
convention. The morning meeting was 
routine in chaoracter, heard welcom- 
ing addresses and a "keynote" speech, 
and appointed committees.

ternoon resolutions were in order and 
among them was one directing that 
the Jews "like all other peoples of the 
earth are in any country and under 
any government endowed with the in- 
alienable rights of equality before the 
law with all other citizens, or subjects 
of that nation or government." 
It 
pointed out that the end of the world 
war would be an acceptable time at 
which to settle the question of dis- 
crimination 
against the Jews and 
that members of the race had proved 
their right to such 
settlement "by 
their unexampled sacrifices and suf- 
fering in the present war as well as 
in times past.' 
The preamble added: 
"Until peace conies the Jews of 
America must speak for the Jews of 
the World." 
Other resolutions presented,to the 
convention' dealt with the Palestinian 
question and the problem #f caring 
for Jewish immigrants to the United 
States, especially influx of the latter 
that Is expected at the close of the 
war. 
Tonight's session debated the 
advisability of organizing a perman- 
ent congress of Jewish organizations 
for the states of the middle west.

of this was shown in May when both 
sides agreed to a burial 
armistice.

TAX IS COLLECTED 


Council to Consider Granting Exten- 


sion of Time for Paying Taxes 


at Meeting Tomorrow. 


Over one-third of the taxes to be 
collected in the city of Janesville have 
been turned over to City Treasurer 
George W. Muenchow, and there are 
but eight days more for collection, un- 
less the city commission -grants an 
extension of time at their.meeting to- 
morrow afternoon.
